A non-final Office Action was mailed in the above-referenced application on December 
17, 2004. On June 17, 2005, Applicant filed a timely response with a petition for a three-month 
extension of time. A copy of the Amendment in Response to Non-Final Office Action and the 
stamped postcard confirming receipt of the response in the USPTO are enclosed. 

On June 20, 2005, Examiner Dalencourt contacted Mr. Wolfgang Stutius (Applicant's 
representative) by phone to inquire about the status of the application.
